Bismarck's Latest Scheme 


As yet Bismarck can not claim the dis- 


tinction of being the cradle of great men. 
Her age precludes this. She can, however, 
assume the credit of having men among her 
population who are the Napoleons of gigantic 
schemes. The latest is a trans-continental 
water way. It is proposed bfy these geniuses 
to construct a water coarse across the con- 
tinent from the ' Atlantic to the Atlantic. 
The stock books will be opened as soon as 
the company is formed. Only $3,000,000 
will be required. The proposition is to cut a 
canal from Fort Stevenson, on the Missouri 
to Mouse river, a distance of forty miles. 
The completion of this canal will enable a 
steamer in the Atlantic to pass through the 
jetties, up the Mississippi, into the Missouri 
and by way of the canal through Mouse river 
to Winnepeg and then down the Nelson river 
to Hudson's Bay. '\ Ins will give us the only 
trans-continental water way across the west- 
ern hemisphere. 
The scheme is a good one 


and will no doubt succeed. 
There is only 
one bad featdre that has yet come to the sur- 
face. It is liable to dry up the Missouri 
river, according to Col. Wm. Thompton's 
philosophy. 
Other scientific 
gentlemen, 


however, argue that it would only draw off 
the Big Muddy's superfluous water, thus giv- 
ing man control over this obstrepeus stream, 
and rendering its improvement an easy un- 
dertaking, by dyking the mother of water 
from her month to her head. A glance at the 
map will convince any one that this is the 
route by which the water of the Atlantic may 
be connected by a valuable water course for 
the accomodation of the world's commerce.
